THE WESTERN VIEW 


Why, when the Canadian banking 
system is supposed to be so credit¬ 
able to the nation, amalgamation after 
amalgamation is necessary is hard for 
the ordinary man in'the street to see. 
The West lost one of its most friend¬ 
ly and useful banks when the Mer¬ 
chants’ went to the wall and was tak¬ 
en over by the Bank of Montreal; but 
it has witnessed with no little relief 
the manner in which the Union Bank, 
another essentially Western institu¬ 
tion, came through a crisis precipitat¬ 
ed by conditions issuing from the war, 
and the steady progress that has been 
made by the Weyburn Security Bank, 
which is still adding to the number of 
its branches. Sound banking methods 
combined with a decent regard for 
the interests of the district a bank 
serves, will still see a bank in this 
country through to prosperity, f 
This fact makes it all the more dif¬ 
ficult to understand why there should 
be further merges or rumors of merg¬ 
ers among Canadian banks. The only 
explanation that will occur to the av¬ 
erage citizen in the West is that the 
money power of the country is being' 
grasped by a few men. And money 
governs, as well as talks. We are 
supposed to enjoy in this country a 
government of the people for the 
people. Wa»shall have neither a gov¬ 
ernment of the people for the people, 
or a banking system that will best 
serve the ultimate end if the present 
tendency of bank merging has been 
reached. The government at present 
in Ottawa cannot better show its 
friendliness for the people of Canada 
generally than by displaying an early 
and unmistakable unfriendliness for 
further bank mergers.—Exchange.

QUESTION THAT IS PERTINENT 


It is well asked why the federal and 
provincial governments should have 
a prior claim as depositors over other 
creditors in the case of a bank that 
has failed; or, in other words, why 
should the deposits of governments 
be safe when no others are ? Why 
should these particular deposits be, so 
to speak, insured at the expense of 
those of the ordinary depositor ? It is 
a question or privilege which is ffot 
altogether in the interest of the people 
in general. With the comparative 
safety the government has when com¬ 
pared with other depositors when a 
bank crisis occurs, it is only a phase 
of human nature to cast doubt on the 
government inspection of banks. 
Would not the government be inclitlcd 
not to be over punctilious in the mat¬ 
ter of these inspections when it con¬ 
siders that its deposits are to a great 
measure safe in the discrimination 
they enjoy? Lost money is just as 
much of importance to the ordinary 
individual as to governments. When 
government deposits are protected at 
the expense of private deposits it 
would appear to be a gross assump¬ 
tion of the rights of governments. 
There cannot but be an uneasy feeling 
among the public, in the way the se¬ 
curity of banks are safeguarded, when 
the security with which government 
deposits enjoy over those of the pub¬ 
lic is brought to mind. It is time that 
the anamody be removed, for in its 
being done there will be a greater as¬ 
surance among the public that the 
provisions of the Bank Act are rigor¬ 
ously carried out by the government. 
It may be urged that the money of 
governments is public money. But, 
then, private property needs as much 
protection as public property. What 
is “sauce for the goose cannot but be 
sauce for the gander, when it comes 
to bank deposits, and to the retaining 
of public confidence in our banking 
institutions.

LIBELLING CANADA 


Because in Britain the Grand Trunk 
affair is still being made the subject 
of libels on Canada, the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment should go into Britain and 
settle the matter up, once and for all, 
instead of spending thousands of dol¬ 
lars on enquiry commissions which 
get nowhere, says the Vancouver Sun. 
Either the award was right or it was 
wrong. The Canadian government 
should know which and should show 
which. If it was wrong, if Canada has 
really “short changed” English in¬ 
vestors, she should make prompt 
amends. If the award was right and 
Canada, in respect to the Grand Trunk 
has done the only thing which, as a 
business proposition, she copld do, the 
minister of finance should take two 
or three pages of space in the leading 
British newspapers and outline the 
full and complete facts. The Britisher 
is first, last and always a business 
man and will attach little or no im¬ 
portance to the sentimental side of a 
straight business deal. Britain has in¬ 
vested millions of pounds sterling in 
different parts of the Empire and like 
every other investor has made money 
and like every other investor hns lost 
money. British business men know 
this well. It should be easy then, for 
Canada, by presenting the facts 
squarely, to head off the present un¬ 
derhand financiaj gossip, criticism and 
libel which is being carried on by a 
certain section of the English press. 
But the matter must be settled up 
promptly, fairly and without subter¬ 
fuge. Canada today has $600,000,000 
worth of trade going to the United 
States which Britain can have for the 
asking. But Canada does not want to 
trade, even with people of her own 
blood, if she is to be made the subject 
of libal, every time a bargain breaks 
wrong ler the ortaide inreetor. 


PAPER AND PULPWOOD 


The Kind Y r on Want 


‘A royal commission has been ap¬ 
pointed to enquire into and report 
upon the pulpwood resources of Cana¬ 
da and public hearings will be held 
throughout Canada at an early date. 
The first hearing will be in Halifax on 
October 2 and subsequent hearings 
will be held at time and places to be 
arranged. All this means a big ex¬ 
pense to the country, and worse still 
it means that for the next six months 
nothing will be done to put a stop to 
the sale of pulpwood to foreign coun¬ 
tries. The people of Canada, we be¬ 
lieve, are distinctly opposed to the 
shipment of pulpwood from Canada to 
the United States. If paper is re¬ 
quired in the United States let them 
establish their paper mills in Canada 
and thus give employment to Canadi¬ 
ans in the process of manufacture of 
paper from pulpwoodi. The govern¬ 
ment is deserving of criticism in not 
taking action on this matter long ere 
this.

An extension of the special rate on 
Alberta coal to Ontario, covering 
10,000 tons, has been made by the 
C.N.R. on condition that the shipments 
are made before October 31. The or¬ 
ders for this cpal are being handled by 
the Ontario government and it is un¬ 
derstood that the bulk of the 10,000 
tons is no wunder order. It has been 
announced that the^ regular freight 
rate of $12.70 ton~will go into force 
again during the grain movement, but 
it is expected that following the grain 
movement, the C.N.R. will offer to 
put into eeffet a rate of $9 a ton. 
Great demand for Alberta coal is be¬ 
ing recorded from many Ontario 
points.
